Not only that 
but, worst of all, we strengthen the hand of the traitorous 
and ungrateful Carranza.

spent billions of the people’s money, travelled three thous­ 
and miles across the sea to Europe for the purpose ^ m a k ­ 
ing the world a safe and a lit place to live in, and yet we 
permit this menace to life and property to exist at out 


very door.

Practice Economy 


There is some indication that m ounting prices, at 
least so far as non-essentials are concerned, arc causing 
the people to practice more economy and to excuN e moi c 
rare in the use of their finances. 
M any students of conditions have been asserting for 
some time that only in the practice of economy by the peo­ 
ple could a solution of our economic problems he found. 
It is difficult for people to practice economy al any 
time, but it is especially difficult for them to do so when 
they have plenty of money and, rec-> g n i/m g jh a t fact. 
many people have joined issue with those who asserted 
that the practice of economy would soon bring prices back 
under the rule of supply and demand. 
The advocates of price control, or even supply con­ 
trol by the government, except in a few isolated instances. 
as a means to better conditions, have been few in number. 
Fixing prices or supply by law i.s one of the most difficult 
tasks any government can assume and it is particularly 
difficult and exceedingly unpopular here in free America 
where we believe in the m axim um of freedom in our own 
personal affairs consistent with sound government. 
Probes and investigations will not solve the prob­ 
lem, T h e y m a y not be particularly harmful, hut. after all. 
we must get hack to supply and demand. 
I he demand can 
be decreased by the practice of economy. 
I hat hest of all 
remedies the people have in their own hands. 
\\ ill they 
use it ? 
The Committee’s Action 


Tn view of the action of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee in rewriting that provision of the peace treaty 
which aw ards the Shantung province to Japan speculation 
turns to w hat action President Wilson will take*. 
By a 
close vote of eight to seven the Foreign Relations C om ­ 
mittee ‘reversed the action of the peace conference and 
awards S h a n tu n g to China. 
The action reflects the sentiments of Hiram Johnson, 
Senator from California, and an 
uncom promising anti- 
Japanese radical. 
The U nited States governm ent has 
with 
difficulty 
prevented, during the last half dozen years, an open break 
with Japan on account of the violent anti-Japanese feeling 
among the people of the Pacific coast sections, especially 
in California. 
The race question, so fa r'a s it affects the 
Japanese, is bitter on the Pacific coast where the two races 
are in much closer touch than elsewhere in the country. 
The action is a sample, too, of the intense bitterness 
which underlies the senate opposition. 
T h e 
opposing 
senators seem to have forgotten the larger issues and the 
bigger principles involved in their anxiety to attain their 
personal wishes. 
W hatever the fate of the treaty m ay he in the senate, 
finally, the senate has already made a record which will 
rank it in history far below the plane we Americans would 
like to have it occupy.
